Since the middle of november the castern 
papers have reported heavy snow-falls and 
yreat windstorms, especially in the western 
states and territories, blocking many of the 
railruads and causing a tuel famine on the 
plains. Five or six cases of freezing to death 
are reported from Dakota. No doubt east- 
ern people will exclaim: ‘Tf the weather is 
890 bad in lowa, Minnesota and Dakota, what | 
must it bein the Canadian North-West, and 
especially at Edmonton the most northerly 
agricultural settlement on the continent?” 
For the information of such parties it may be | 
well to «tate that we have had ne wind storms 
since the cold weather set in. That Nov. | 
20th was our first wintry day. That sinew | 
that time mild weather has prevailed and | 
outside building operationsi ave been carried 
on with searcely auy interruption. That we 
have not yet had enough snow to make good 
sleighing. And that although the weather 
which the prairie states and territories have 
been suffering this season may be exception- 
al to them the weather which we have been 
enjoying is by no means exceptional to us, 
but is rather the rule. No doubt if railway 
trains are snowed in south of St. Paul, Ed- 
monton nearly 700 milesfurther north should 
be buried conipletely out of sight; but the 
fact remains that itis not. And when cold 
weather does strike Edmonton the people do 
not have to depend on any railway company 
for theirfuel. They have their choice of 
wood or coal, universally easy of access, in 
unlimited quantities, simply for the taking. 
In anortiern chmate this one advantage 
ecounterbalances nearly all that a railway ean 
bestow Ona prairie settler, The farmer who 
hasto buy his year’s fuel needs toget his gro- 
ceries and implomentsecheap, The railroad 
is the niaster of the settler on the prairie; 
the settler wie has free fuel and timber for 
building and fencing ean afford to wait for

COUNCIL MEMORIAL, 1886. 


That the position of those howesteaders 
who had completed their homestead duties 
before the 3rd. day of June, 1886, and were 
entitled to patent, should be allowed the 
right to enter for asecond homestead whether 
they had applied for their patentor not before 
that date, is in our opinion, objectionable 
and unjust, and we ask to have the act 
amended so as to give them such right. 

That the southeastren portion of Assiniboia 
was settled in 1882, on the understanding 
that the Manitoba South-western railway 
would be extended westas faras the Souris 
coal fields and Regina at an early date, and 
the settlers are from 50 to 100 miles from a 
railroad, and we should urge that the Govern- 
tinent use their influence or give such assist- 
ance to the C. P. R.as will secure ita early 
extension. 

That a grant be made to assist agricultural 
societies also to assist in carrying out the 
fire district ordinance. 

That a graut be made to give assistance to 
one or more public high schools. 

That a further grant be made to comnlete 
the Bow River bridge. 

That immediate payment be made of all 
Claims passed by the war claims commission 
and rebellion losses commission, and that 
the grounds for the widespread dissatisfaction 
with the awards of tne said commissions in 
certain portions the Nerthwest be investi- 
gated. 

That we still urge the desirability of the 
Government at once disposing of their in- 
tereste in the town sites so as to make the 
lands available fortaxation; and further ask 
that sections belonging to the ©. P. RK. sub- 
divided into town lots, some of which are 
sold and occupied, be declared to be not 
exempt from taxation under section 169, of 
the C. P. R. uct of incorporation as such we 
believe was not the original intention of 
Parliament. 

We would strongly urge that money should 
be granted to bridge the Old Man's River 
near Macleod and the Battle River at Battle- 
ford. Atboth these points at certuin times 
of the year settlers who live across the river 
are cut off from all communieation with the 
towns, and every year accidents either of lifc 
or property occur from want of such bridges. 

This Council suggests that section 17 of the 
North- West Territories Act of 1880 be repealed 
and the following substituted therefor: The 
persons qualified to voteat such election shall 
be the bonefide male residents of adult age, 
not being aliens or unenfranchised Indians 
within the electora) districts and who shall 
have resided ii such electoral districts for at 
least six months before the issue of the said 
writ. Also the following for section 18; Any 
qualified voter within the district and any 
person of twelve months residence in any 
other part of the Territories next proceeding 
the date of the issue of said writ may be 
elected. 

That the act passed at last session of the 
Parhament of Canada giving representation 
tothe N. W. T. be soamended as to substitute 
the ballot in place of the open system of vot 
ing as provided therein 

That u reduction in price of preemptions 
be granted such settlers as have added to 
their homestead such extra oulsivation and 
homestead requirements as shal! eee 
sufficient to the Governnient iv lieu thereof, 
and that no payments be exacted from bona 
fide settlers, in view of the recent drouth 
which the country has undergone before the 
1st of January, 1888. 

That in paying fer their pre-emptions 
settlers be allowed to offer iu payment trees 
which they mav have planted upon their 
homesteads or pre-emptions at the rate of
